HURRICANE SECTIONS 
NOW BEING CLEANED 


Palatka, Fla., 
Nov. 
14 (ZP)— 
Earthquakes were added today 
to 
unusually 
heavy 
summer 
rainfall and a freak November 
hurricane entered in Florida rec­ 
ords for 1935. 
Just the window-rattling vari­ 
ety, the quakes excited residents 
along a narrow strip of northern 
Florida between this city and S t.1 
Augustine last night. 
Some persons here said they 
felt a light quiver at 10:10 p. rn., 
eastern standard time. Twenty 
minutes later a second 
shock 
sent frightened citizens hurrying 
into the street. A theatre audi­ 
ence scurried for the exits. 
At St. Augustine, a brief shock 
was felt at 10:30. Surveys dis­ 
closed no property damage. 
The quakes here followed an 
earth movement felt in 17 north­ 
eastern states and three Canad­ 
ian provinces Nov. I. 
South Florida is completing its 
cleanup after a hurricane which 
struck the Miami area IO days 
ago, doing $3,000,000 damage. 
Police Desk, Sergeant E. J. 
Williams said although it was 
brief, the second shock here was 
“pretty severe while it lasted.” 
The St. Augustine shock was 
felt all over the city and on 
nearby Anastasia Island. 
Walter J. Bennett, meteorolo­ 
gist, saidpthat although such dis­ 
turbances were unusual for this 
section of the country, Jackson­ 
ville felt tremors from the 1886 
earthquake at Charleston, S. C.

BAKERS CONTEND BREAD PRICE 
RISE J USTIFIED A T THE PRESENT 


With bakers generally over the 
U. S. raising the price of bread 
this week, an attempt has been 
made 
to 
explain, 
from 
the 
baker’s viewpoint, why an in­ 
crease at this time is justified. 
The bread bill now in the U. S. 
is estimated at $674,167,500 and 
will pass the $700,000,000 mark, 
unless people eat much less or 
bake more at home, a local 
baker pointed out. This gigantic 
sum of money spent for bread, 
does not all go to the baker, ac­ 
cording to an analysis by the 
Bureau of Agricultural Econom­ 
ics. 
The bureau shows first that 
the farmer is getting more mon­ 
ey for less wheat going into the 
loaf of bread; his share back in 
1932 was around $58 ,000,000; in 
1935 the cost of the wheat go­ 
ing into the bread sold by bakers 
rose to $132,000,000. But that was 
not all as there was in addition 
a processing tax that added 
$40,000,000 to the 1935 wheat bill. 
All told, the cost of wheat going 
into bread amounted to $172,- 


500,000, which shows that the 
farmer received nearly three 
times as much for his part of 
the bread bill as he did three 
years ago. „ Other ingredients 
that go into bread, such as lard, 
lard substitutes, milk, sugar and 
yeast, have gone up. The miller 
who turned the wheat into flour 
got $49,600,000 for his work in 
1932 and $31,700,000 in 1935, the 
bureau figures set out. 
The baker and retailer went in 
reverse. 
In 1932 they received 
$416,700,000 as their share and 
this year it is around $38 7,200,- 
000. Bakers and retailers contend 
that not only has their share, 
of the bread dollar fallen off, but 
that the cost of making bread 
and 
distributing it, has 
gone 
higher, and warrants at this 
time a cent or. so increase. 
Of course, the fellow who 
raises neither the wheat nor 
sells bread, probably will dis­ 
agree all along the line; never­ 
theless the price of bread has 
gone up and it is a case of buy­ 
ing it, or leaving it alone.

Press repo rts co ntinu e to chro nicle new o r im ­ 
m inent rises in the co st o f fo o d, largest item in 
the av erage family bu dget. Mo st recent dining 
table essentials to sho w signs o f a zo o m u pward 
are the o ld reliables — bread and po tato es. So me 
fo o d pro du cts, no tably po rk o f all kinds, hav e 
reached su ch rarified price lev els th at their co n­ 
su ming m arket is dro pping away to ward the v an­ 
ishing po int. 


Under these circu mstances, mo v ements de­ 
signed to lo wer the retail price o f fo o d in rela­ 
tio n to the who lesale price, thro u gh eliminatio n 
o f wastefu l, interm ediary co sts, are definitely in 
the pu blic interest. If hard-earned do llars can 
be liberated fro m the fo o d bu dget and u sed fo r 
the pu rchase o f o ther necessities o r lu x u ries, the 
standard o f liv ing will be adv anced, ev ery indu s­ 
try will feel the stim u latio n o f bo o sted general 
pu rchasing po wer, and new emplo y ment will fo l­ 
lo w. 


The im po rtance o f the co st o f fo o d is indicated 
by a su rv ey made a few y ears ago u nder the au s­ 
pices o f the Bro o kings Institu tio n, which sho wed 
th a t families in the $1,500 to $3,000 annu al in ­ 
co me bracket — o f all inco me brackets — had to ­ 
tal inco me o f abo u t $24,6 00,000,000 a y ear. Mo re 
than elev en billio n o f this — 45 per cent — was 
spent fo r fo o d and clo thing alo ne, with fo o d 
mu ch the mo re co stly o f the two items. Since 
the su rv ey was made, fo o d co sts hav e increased 
mu ch faster than hav e inco mes, so it is pro bable 
th at the percentage o f the bu dget taken fo r fo o d 
and clo thing has no w passed 50 per cent. 
As inco mes dro p, the fo o d-clo thing percentage 
natu rally rises. In the u nder $1,500 bracket, fo r 
ex ample, which inclu des many millio ns o f fam ­ 
ilies, the co st o f fo o d and clo thing was 6 7 per 
cent — and it is do u btless higher at present. 
A ten per cent cu t in fo o d co sts wo u ld release 
many hu ndreds o f millio ns o f do llars o f pu rchas­ 
ing po wer. It wo u ld perm it the pu rchase o f tho u ­ 
sands o f new au to mo biles; it wo u ld reno v ate and 
bu ild ho mes; it wo u ld pu rchase fu rnitu re; it 
wo u ld bu y insu rance. Eliminatio n o f needless 
middleman ex pense and wastefu l o v erhead co sts 
makes it po ssible to pay the farm er a fair price

less. The interests o f all the peo ple are inv o lv ed.

A large nu m ber o f fo reign co u ntries o wn their 
railro ads. The lines are no rmally tax -free, hav e 
all the adv antages accru ing to mo no po lies, u su al­ 
ly incu r large deficits and are almo st inv ariably 
su bsidized. 


Under these co nditio ns, it wo u ld seem inev ita­ 
ble th a t go v ernment-o wned ro ads wo u ld be able 
to pro v ide cheaper serv ice than do priv ately - 
o wned ro ads, su ch as tho se in this co u ntry , which 
pay heav y tax es, are stringently regu lated, hav e 
no su bsidies and m u st meet the stiffest so rt o f 
co mpetitio n. 
Yet, in the wo rds o f Tho mas B. Hu ff, president 
o f the Transpo rtatio n Asso ciatio n o f America, 
after making necessary adju stm ents fo r different 
weight, measu re and mo ney standards, wage 
scales, co st o f liv ing and similar items th a t v ary 
greatly fro m natio n to natio n, “it is safe to say 
th a t the American peo ple are receiv ing transpo r­ 
tatio n serv ice at less co st than is av ailable in 
fo reign co u ntries where the railro ads are u nder 
go v ernment o wnership and o peratio n.” 
One o f the best ex amples o f the relativ e ineffi­ 
ciency o f go v ernm ent-o perated railro ads is fo u nd 
in Canada. T hat co u ntry is serv ed by two large 
sy stems o f co mparable size and sco pe. One, the 
Canadian Natio nal Railway s, is go v ernment- 
o wned and o perated. It pro v ides go o d serv ice — 
and du ring its career has achiev ed a series o f 
steady and increasing deficits th a t to tal h u n ­ 
dreds o f millio ns o f do llars. It pay s no tax es, 
and ev ery Canadian tax pay er m u st chip in to pay 
fo r the lo sing v entu re. 
The o ther sy stem, the Canadian Pacific, like­ 
wise giv es go o d serv ice. It pay s tax es, receiv es 
no eco no mic fav o rs, and m u st pay its o wn way 
in ev ery particu lar. And y ear after y ear it has 
managed to retu rn a reaso nable pro fit to its 
o wners. Rates charged by bo th sy stems are abo u t 
the same. 
If the American peo ple will cast a searching 
ey e abro ad, they will no t likely fav o r any effo rts 
to pu t the go v ernment into the railro ad bu siness.
